26th Infantry (Mass.); 28th 
Infantry (Penn.); 30th Armored 
(Tenn.); 36th Infantry (Tex.); 
35th Iigfantry (K-Miss.); and 
38th Iffantry (Ind.). 

Guard divisions may be 
frozen if the President or Con- 
gress declares a national emer- 
gency or if Congress passes a 

int resolution extending in- 

nitely all officer appoint 
ts and enlistment terms. 
ers said that officials in- 
dictated that freezing the guard 
or increasing the Army’s man- 
power, or both, may be dis- 
closed Tuesday when the Presi- 
dent talks to the nation by 
radio and. television. 


Rusk Gives Briefing 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sec 
retary of State Dean Rusk Fri- 
day gave Britain, France and 
West Germany President John 
F. Kennedy's plans for bolster- 
ing military preparedness for a 
Berlin showdown. 

The three Western env 
German Ambassador Wilhelm 
Grewe, British Minister Vin- 
count Hood and French Minis- 
ter Claude Lebel—refused to 
give reporters any indication of 
the US. plans after the 40 
minute conference.

Grewe then went directly to 
the airport to leave for Bonn 
where he has been called for

The official said the order to 
increase the pool was tied in 
with the Army’s request for 
8,000 draftees in August.

Kennedy, anticipating a Ber- 
lin crisis, also has ordered a 
review of decisions to close 73 
U.S. military bases, including 22 
overseas, an Air Force spokes- 
man said Friday, 

The Air Force made a simi- 
lar statement in a letter to Sen. 
Strom Thurmond .of South 
Carolina after the senator ask- 
ed for reconsideration of plans 
to close Donaldson Air 
Base at Greenville, S.C. The 
base, scheduled for closing next 
year, is used by cargo and troop 
air-lift planes. 

Five of the 22 foreign bases 
to be closed are in Britain, and 
these have been identified. The 
State Department has been dis- 
cussing with other host coun- 
tries plans for closing the other 
17 but has withheld identifica- 
tion of them until joint an- 
nouncements with these gov- 
ernments could be made.

Emperor’s Daughter 


Mrs. Morihiro Higashikuni, 
the eldest daughter of the 
Emperor, who had been under 
treatment at the Imperial 
Household Agency Hospital for 
a colonic adhesion and an abdo- 
minal abcess, died at 3:15 a.m. 
today at the hospital. 


She was 35 years old. 


The former Princess Teru has 
been under treatment at the 
hospital since April 4. 


Mrs. Higashikuni underwent 
an operation last December to 
correct the colonic adhesion at 
the Tokyo Dalichi Hospital and 
released February this year. 


The Emperor and Empress 
visited their daughter in the 
hospital yesterday morning and 
afternoon. They paid another 
visit in the evening and were 
still at their daughter’s bedside. 

Her husband, Morihiro 
Higashikuni, and five children 
were also at the hospital. 

Others visiting Mrs. Higashi- 
kuni included Crown Prince 
Akihito and Princess Michiko, 
Prince Yoshi, Prince and 
Princess Takamatsu, Princess 
Chichibu, and Mrs. 

Shimazu, younger sister of the 
former Princess. 

Mrs. Higashikuni was born 
Dec. 6, 1925, the first daughter 
of the Emperor and Empress, 
at the Akasaka Detached 
Palace in Tokyo. 

After graduating from the 
junior high school department 
of the eeresses School in 
March 1943, she was married 
in October of the same year to 
the then Prince  Morihiro 
Higashikuni, first son of Prince 
Naruhiko Higashikuni, Japan’s 
first postwar Prime Minister. 

In the summer of 1946, she 
became the first woman of Im- 
perial bifth to be nn 
by foreign newspaper

In addition to the air services 
which hitherto have connected 
Ethiopia with Europe, the Ethio- 
pian Airlines has lately  in- 
augurated a new flight which is 
the first African air service to 
connect the eastern and western 
sectors of the continent, 

In the field of international 
relations Ethiopia’s policy was 
and still is 

rinciples of good neighbor- 
iness, respect of mutual inter- 
ests and common efforts to pre- 
Serve peace. 

It might be worthwhile to re- 
call that the old League of Na- 
tions failed to meet its obliga- 
tions when Ethiopia was the 
victim of unprovoked aggres- 
sion. In spite of this . fact, 
Ethiopia does now most stanch- 
ly support the principle of col- 
lective security based on the 
Charter of the United Nations.

Exclusive, Silk Fabrics for Dress 


In Narrow Width Kimono Material

This summer is the best sea- 
fashion-conscious 
women to learn how to take 
advantage of Japan’s untapped 
reservoir of exclusive fabrics— 
those in native 14-inch width.

Int'l Textile Parley 
Halts Import Hike 


GENEVA (AP)—An Interna- 
tional Textile Conference agreed 
Friday to halt for one year any 
increase of low labor cost cot- 
ton goods from Japan and 
Hongkong into the tariff-free 
markets of the United States 
and Britain. 


The 17-nation conference also 
announced that countries now 
rreceange cotton textile imports 
from the Far East had agreed 
to make some increases in 
their quotas by Jan. 1. 


Both measures would help 
take pressure off the market 
which has been hit seriously 
by an unlimited inflow of low- 
priced Japanese and Hongkong 
textiles. 


Under the agreement work- 
ed out in five days of closed 
door sessions here, countries 
whose markets have been hit 
by the tariff-free imports may 
call upon exporting. countries 
to freeze their shipments at 
the level of the past 12 months. 

George W. Ball, U.S, Under- 
secretary of State for Econo- 
mic Affairs, said the emergency 
export freezing plan was a short- 
term solution intended to be 
effective from Oct. 1 to Sept 
30, 1962. 

The conference agreed to 
name a special commission to 
try to work out a long-term an- 
swer to the problem by April 
30 of next year. 

The conference, called at the 
request of the U.S., was held 
under the auspices of the Gen- 
eral Agreement of Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT). 

It followed an announcement 
May 21 by U.S. President John 
F. Kennedy of a program of as- 
sistance to the American textile 
industry. At that time the 
President said an attempt 
would be made through GATT 
to persuade other countries to 
lower their tariff barriers on 
Far East cotton to help take 
the load off the U.S. 

The U.S., which backed — 
for GATT membership, has 
been importing Japanese tex- 
tiles without tariff limits. Brit- 
ain is in the same import posi- 
tion on textile from Hongkong. 

“We have succeeded here to 
the gratification of ail of us,” 
Ball told a news conference. 

He said the conference, rep- 
resenting the major importing 
countries and virtually all of 
the big textile export countries, 
had reached “mutual agree- 
ment, which would be recom- 
mended to their governments 
for formal approval.” 

That a ment, the text of 
which. will not be announced 
officially until next Wednesday, 
embodies three main points. 
Ball said these were: 

1. The short-term relief plan 
whereby from Oct. 1, 1961, to 
Sept. 30, 1962, countries with no 
import limits may ask export- 
ing countries to limit their ship-

2. Setting up of a special 
commission to try to work out 
a long-term solution by next 
April 30. That commission 
would include representatives 
of the main exporting and im- 
porting countries who attended 
the present conference.

The extent of such possible 
quota increases by these coun- 
tries Was not indicated and 
probably would be up to the 
individual countries to decide.

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The Price of Rice 


After much dickering, the official price for delivery of 
rice to the Government has now been set at ¥11,052.5 for 150 
kilograms this year. Without bothering about the technical 
details of computation, we are concerned about the broad, 
economic and financial significance of the higher purchas- 
ing price of the staple food for the Japanese nation. 

Although the Government failed to obtain the Rice Price 
Council’s approval for its formula for price determination, 


it has decided to stick to the original formula. 


It is a 


well-known fact that the price is substantially determined 
through the process of negotiation between the Govern- 
ment, on the one hand, and the farm interests, as repre- 
sented by some influential members of the Government 


party, on the other. 


This year, the Government retreated three times in 
the process of preliminary negotiation and each time the 


rice price went higher. 


At the above-mentioned price 


level, the Government will incur a deficit of some ¥67,600 
million in the foodstuff control special account, because 
the purchasing price will be higher than the selling price. 

It should be clearly stated, in this connection, that 


the increase of the farm income is well justified. 


It is 


no secret that the Government is hardly in a position 
to reject the demand for a higher rice price and alienate 


the farm votes. 


But the farm income must be enlarged 


any way, so as to adapt to the official_program for economic 


growth, which might widen 
and the rural incomes. 
The question, however, is 


the gap between the urban 


how this enlargement should 


be executed. The rice delivery system was instituted to 


assure the supply of food amid the wartime shortage. 


But 


this same system is now serving an entirely different 
purpose and protecting the farmers through the ow

proppeduP prices of rice and barley. 
A result, huge deficits accumulate in 


ment account.

The Government may thus be encourag-

Something must be done to rectify 


the annual scramble for a higher price of rice, and we 
believe this can be done without compromising the real 


interests of the farmers.

(JCP) is to hold its eighth 
National Congress for a 
period of about one week begin- 


ning Tuesday at Setagaya Citi- 
zens’ Hall, 


Although the JCP charter sti- 
ulates that a national congress 
held biennially, the last, 
Seventh, was held three years 
ago. The procrastination in it- 
self is a sign of the trouble that 
plagues the JCP. 


The party was unable to hold 
the Eighth Congress last year 
because of lack of agreement 
on an all-vital issue—the party 
thesis which the 1958 session 
had to shelve in order to save 
the party from total chaos. 


Thus the long-overdue deci- 
sior. on the thesis is Item No. 
1 on the agenda for the com- 
ing congress, as announced by 
- party headquarters on April 


Need for Revision 


Japanese Communist leaders 
have long felt the need for re- 
vising the thesis which is now 
in force. Having been adopted 
in 1951, it is clearly outmoded

of feudalism, by a democratic 
revolution, to be followed by a 
socialist revolution. 


In other words, there is to be 
a two-stage revolution in Japan 
before the “ideal” state of social- 
ism is brought about. 


The minority view, om the 
other hand, holds that “nation- 
al liberation” is not meant for 
Japan because Japan after the 
San Francisco treaty is “more 
or less” an independent country. 
Moreover, she is a highly devel- 
oped capitalist state. Therefore, 
only one revolution—to over- 
throw the capitalist regime— 
would be necessary. 


Menace to JCP 


Still another significant differ- 
ence between the two conflict- 
ing positions is that the majori- 
ty approves of both violent and 
peaceful formulas for a revolu- 
tion, whereas the dissident view 
adheres to peaceful means of 
change. 


Inane as all this doctrinal dis- 
course might appear to a non- 
Communist, t'e dissension and 
all the ripples it has caused 
and is still causing are a serious 
menace to the security of the 


today in the light of both the JCP 


international and domestic si- 
tuations that have since dra- 
stically changed. 


The destalinization witnessed 
at the 20th Congress of the So- 
viet Communist Party in 1956, 
which resulted in the Khrush- 
chev thesis of “coexistence” and 
“peaceful changeover to social- 
ism,” is one major factor calling 
for a change. 


Another is thé realization on 
the part of the Japanese Com- 
munists that their “analysis of 
the situation” in Japan was 
wrong—that the time was not 
yet ripe for a violent revolu- 
tion. 


That the 1951 thesis must 
be rewritten, all the Communists 
agreed on. But exactly what 
kind of new thesis should re- 
piace it caused feverish cebate. 
Consequently, the 1958 congress 
put aside the thesis (koryo) is- 
sue while adopting only a “pro- 
gram for action (kodo koryo).” 


Points of Dispute 


But the dissension over the 
draft thesis has persisted gnd it 
has split the Central Committee 
of the JCP into two factions 
with the relative strengths of 
two to one. 


The key point in the proposed 
thesis over which Xhere is dis- 
pute is the following proposi- 
tion: 


What basically rules .sapan 
of today is American imperial- 
ism and its subordinate ally, 
Japan’s monopolistic capital. 
And a “people’s democratic re- 
volution” to fight against ‘ these 
two enemies” should be che re- 
velution for Japan. 


This proposition is disputed 
by the dissident group which 
maintains that the state powers 
of Japan are now in the hands 
of Japanese monopoly capital- 
ists, who should be the primary 
“enemy” for the Communists. 


Big Question 


In other words, a great ques- 
tion to these Communists is 
whether Japa run by Japa- 
nese capitalist or by American 
imperialists. 


This is a serious issue because 
different premises proauce—by a 
logic of their own—different con- 
clusions. 


If the majority view were to 
be accepted, for instance, the 
immediate objective for the 
Japanese Communists should be 
to drive away the influences of 
American imperialism, which on 
the surface, would resemble a 
nationalist movement. It would 
be also necessary to overthrow 
the Emperor system, a vestige 


That this is the case is proven 
by the action on the part of the 
dominant faction of the JCP 
leadership itself. For weeks and 
months, it has used all its par- 
ty resources, including the 
daily organ Akahata, to “uni- 
fy” the views of its rank-and- 
file members to approve of the 
draft thesis of its own author- 
ship. Attempts are also being 
made to prevent those local 
delegates to the congress who 
look upon the draft thesis criti- 
cally from attending the con- 
gress. 


- 
Insult to Injury 


Another sign of the gravity 
attached to the situation is that 
when the Asahi Shimbun car- 
ried a background story on the 
situation in its July 7 issue, 
three representatives of the Cen- 
tral Committee, JCP, went to 
the journal's office to demand 
retraction. Their reason was 
that the story which said there 
were factions within the party 
“not only was contrary to facts 
but. also tended to encourage 
opposition to the draft thesis.” 


What added insult to injury, 
furthermore, was the fact that 
on the evening of the same 
day, Central Committeeman Sho- 
jiro Kasuga, who was also 
chairman of the Discipline and 
Control Committee, held a pri- 
vate press conference to an- 


al 


nounce his defection from the 
party. Kasuga was the cham- 
pion of the dissident group. 

The party 
more angry than embarrassed. 
On the following day, chairman 
Sanzo Nosaka of the Central 
Committee issued a long state- 
ment (which covered practical- 
ly one-half of the front page 
of the Akahata, July 10) called 
Kasuga's action “an act of trea- 
chery.” 

Kasuga's Reason 

What he found particularly 
unforgivable was the fact that 
Kasuga's note saying he was 
leaving the party arrived short- 
ly AFTER his press conference. 


Kasuga’s reason for separat- 
ing himself from the party with 
which he had worked for three 
decades is that the predominant 
group within the leadership is 
intent upon having a “mista- 
ken” thesis adopted at the com- 
ing conference, while stifling 
criticisms within the hierarchy. 


The rebuttal by Nosaka did 
not attempt to repudiate Kasu- 
gc’s views on the thesis. Rather 
jit merely charged Kasuga for 
his action of secession as “tram- 
pling upon intraparty demo- 
cracy.” 


Close upon Kasuga’s heels, 
six other leaders (four nembers 
of the Central Committees and 
two candidates) of the JCP 
on July 14 issued an “appeal” 
for postponement of the con- 
gress, while charging that the 
majority group is “forcing the 
delegates at all levels to accept 
the draft thesis uncritically.” 


Members Warned 


In a countermove, the Presi- 
dium of the Central Committee, 
JCP, issued a.statement on 
July 17 in the Akahata, to warn 
the membership against the 
“new provocative, action of 
sumersive elements.” 

And to insure the party 
ranks against “subversion,” the 
party formally expelled the six 
last Friday. 

Perhaps the more serious con- 
sequence of all these develop- 
ments to the JCP, however 
would be the lowering of its 
prestige vis-a-vis the Commu- 
nist rties of the other coun- 
tries, rather than with regard 
to the Japanese nation itself. 
For should it fail to have the 
thesis, which closely follows 
the declaration of the 81-Na- 
tion Conference held in Moscow 
last fall, adopted this year, it 
is unlikely to win a pat on the 
back from its overseas Big 
Brothers.

The Tunisian Trouble 

The military clash between 
French troops and Tunistains in 
Bizerte is_ continuing. The 
United Nations Security Coun- 
cil should promptly meet to find 
means for settlement of the 
problem. Since the independ- 
ence of Tunisia in 1956, Tuni- 
sians have kept asking French- 
men to leave that country. The 
situation deteriorated in 1958 
when French bombers attack- 
ed a village in Tunisia while 
fighting guerrillas. The fight is 
now extending to the Sahara, 
which France claims, and 
French troops are successfully 
turning the Tunisians back. To 
counter this situation, President 
Habib Bourguiba of Tunisia is 
asking for foreign volunteers.

New Bank Rate 

The Bank of Japan raised its 
discount rate by Y¥0.001 per 
diem per ¥100 Saturday. Un- 
doubtedly, the central bank 
found it vital to raise the dis- 
count rate to cope with the 
aggravating international pay- 
ment balance which is attribut- 
able to industry’s excessive 
equipment investment. The 
problem is, however, whether 
the present equipment zeal by 
industry is really to be termed 
“excessive” because a e cut- 
throat competition is believed 
to be in store between nations 
with the enforcement of liber- 
alization of trade and foreign 
exchange. It will be necessary 
for the Government and the 
central bank to clarify their 
monetary and financial policies.

Berlin Says No 


Free City Means Eventually Giving It to Reds

BONN—“Why does Bonn 
strongly oppose proposals 
to make Berlin a ‘free city’ 


as suggested recently in the 
U.S. Senate by senators Mans- 
field and Humphrey,” a “Na- 
tions Speak” colleague asks. 

Let me tell you that there 
are a number 
of good argu- 
ments against 
the “free city” 
proposal, argu- 
ments not of 
specific German 
origin. Let me 
give it to you 
in a nutshell. 
First, the Ger- 
man Federal Re a 
public as the ae 
legitimate  suc- Lohe 
cessor of the Reich will never 
regard the Communist regime in 
Eastern Germany as legal. In 
consequence, the separation of 
Germany into two parts, as it 
now exists, is not right and does 
not represent the free will of 
the German people. 


Who, now, really wants a 
“new” solution to the Berlin 
problem? It is the Soviet Union, 
the same Soviet Union which 
helps the Communist regime in 
East Berlin exist in safety 
in spite of the widespread con- 
tempt and hatred of the popula- 
tion. | 


’f Khrushchev did not back 
the Ulbricht dictatorship, the 
Communists In East Germany 
would be easily swept away. 
And why does Khrushchev 
‘want a “new” Berlin? Because 
he wants to stop the endless 
stream of fugitives from the so- 
called “German Democratic Re 
publie.” He. and Herr Ulbricht 
and his companions want to 
take over control of Tempelhof 
Airport in West Berlin. They 
want to control the Autobahn 
and the waterways. Briefly, 
they want to gain sovereignty 
over all access to and from 
Berlin. 


Now, by the regulations of 
the Berlin Statute, free access 
to West Berlin is guaranteed 
to the Western Allies and, more- 
over, anyone in East Germany 
who has the courage to leave 
the Communist zone and take 
refuge in the free part of Ger- 


many can do so by air. All 
that must be stopped, says 
Khrushchev. And why? Be 


cause 2,500,000 people, most of 
them able bodied men, have 
left the Ulbricht country up to 
June 1961, and this loss of peo- 
ple is certainly a hard blow to 
the weak economy of the East 
German regime. 

Poor East German food and 
Industrial production shows 
clearly that the Communist 
doctrine cannot stand the grow- 


ing loss of workers. Two 
and one-half million  fugi- 
tives, all of them going to 
West Germany and beginning a 
new and free life there in 
safety, are shattering to 


Ulbricht’s state. Consequently, 
he and his men do all they can 
to get Khrushchev's help in 
order to make Berlin a Com- 
munist city within the Commu- 
nist East German state. Al) 
that is clear enough and doesn’t 
need explanation. 


Now, you will 
“free city” is not exactly a 
Communist city. No, not for 
the moment. But it will be, 
in a few years. Neither the 
Soviet Union nor the Ulbricht 
dictatorship is really interested 
in a guaranteed “free city” 
under the protection of the 
United Nations. They want a 
Communist Berlin, and _ they 
will get it, if the Free World 
does not stop them in time. 
And here is a very serious 
point: If the West should con- 
cede to a “free city,” it would 
mean the division of Germany 
in three parts. Do you think 
that a proper proposal for any 
nation? Does the Free World, 
in spite of the United Nations 
Charter, find it proper to divide 
a nation just like cake? 

It is impossible to find’ a 
solution to the Berlin problem 
other than by the unification of 
Germany. Berlin is the old capi- 
tal of the German state, in- 
habited by 3,500,000 German 
people. Why create a “free 
city?” There are no minority 
rights to consider like’ in 
Danzig. And what good was 
the “free city” of Danzig? It 
became a playground of hatred 
and war between the Poles and 
the Hitler regime. A “free city” 
of Berlin would become a 
evereene of hatred between 

million Germans and the 


say that a 


Soviets, if you want to hear 
the truth. 

Khrushchev has no right to 
dispose of the German capital. 
Berlin is not his city a:nd he 
will do well to keep his hands 
off. He talks much of good 
will and friendship but what 
really is in his mind is nothing 
else but the expansion of com- 
munism in the center of Euro 
pe. It ts bad enough that 
Communist doctrines are being 
planted fn the hearts of six 
million German youngsters in 
East Germany but it would 
be still worse if 2,500,000 in 
habitants of West Berlin were 
placed at the will of the Ul 
bricht regime. 

If ‘the West makes Berlin a 
“free city,” it will give it away 
to the Reds in a few years 
because thé Reds will never 
respect the new rights, as they 
do not now respect the Four 
Powers Statute. They respect 
no rights that are opposed to 
their expansionist doctrine. The 
West must stop them in time 
or it will be overrun. And, 
you see, the free Berliners do 
not want to be overrun, either 
by the Soviets or by the East 
German satellite. They want 
to remain free. President Ken- 
nedy is struggling for a free 
and non-Communist Laos and, 
for the same reason, he is 
struggling for a free and non- 
Communist Berlin, knowing well 
enough that a Communist Ber- 
lin would mean debacle for the 
free part of Europe, not just for 
Germany. 


The West should always re- 
member that Berlin stands for 
freedom, and that it is more 
than perilous to make freedom 
the object of doubtful experi- 
ments. And the “free city” 
experiment is the worst of all 
because it would show that the 
Western position is weak and 
open to poor experiments. Ex- 
eage a whatever they may 

, will in the long run favor 
Communist expansion.
